WASHINGTON CONFERENCE 


Delegates From Canada and Mexico 


Meet With Those of United States 
and Begin Sessions at State De- 
partment—Welcomed by President, 


Who Tells of Benefits Which Future 
Generations May Derive 


Washington, F'eb. 18.—Union of the 


United States, the Dominion of Can- 
ada and the republic of Mexico in 
the movement to conserve the natural 
resources »f the continent of North 
America is the purpose of the joint 
conservation commission which began 
Its sessions at the state department in 
this city this morning. 
Taking part 


In the conference are delegates from 
the two neighboring countries, the na- 
tional conservation commission of the 
United States which recently reported 
to President Roosevelt and represent- 
atives of the state department. 


The Hon. Sydney Fiahev, minister 


of agriculture in the Dominion cabi- 
net, is thfci leading Canadian repre- 
sentative. The chairman of the Mexi- 
can delegation is the Hon. Romulo 
Escobar, former minister of agricul- 
ture of Mexico. 


The foreign delegates to the confer- 


ence were received 
at 
tfie 
"White 


House by the president, 
who ex- 


pressed his pleasure at the acceptance 
by Canada and Mexico of his invita- 
tion to the Joint conference. • He dwelt 
on the importance of the work of con- 
servation, declaring that it transcend- 
ed the boundaries of the three coun- 
tries and depended 
on 
their 
co- 


operation. He called attention, to the 
report of the United States commis- 
sion and asserted that further efforts 
were needed to make the work al- 
ready accomplished of benefit to the 
nation. 
He asked the foreign dele- 


gates to join with this country's com- 
mission In the formulation of a plan 
whereby the natural resources of the 
continent in lands, waters, 
forests 


and minerals may be wisely conserved 
for the benefit of future generations. 


It is expected that the sessions of 


tlie conference will last three days. 
While In this city the Canadian and 
Mexican delegates will be the recipi- 
ents of numerous social 
attentions, 


entertainments 
having been planned 


In their, honor by their own country- 
men and by many of the high officials 
of the United States government. 


President Diaz of 
Mexico, 
Earl 


Gray, the governor general of Can- 
ada, and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, 
the 


premier of the Dominion, are greatly; 
interested in the work of the confer-' 
ence and have written to President 
Roosevelt expressing their interest. 


The conference is the outgrowth of 


the two conservation conferences held 
in Washington In which the govern- 
ors of the states and territories were 
the principal conferees. At the sec- 
ond conference, in which, on Dec. 8, 
President Roosevelt 
and 
President- 


Elect Taft participated, representa- 
tives of the Canadian government were 
present, and they expressed interest 
In the conservation movement. 


Out of that and the general interest 


the people of the United States are 
showing In the subject grew the idea 
of a North American conference to 
consider, In the words of the presi- 
dent, "mutual interests involved in the 
conservation of natural resources and 
to deliberate upon the practicability of 
preparing a general plan adapted to 
promote the welfare of the nations 
concerned." 


Glfford Pinchot, chairman of the 


conservation commission, was sent b}- 
President Roosevelt to Ottawa and the 
City of Mexico to deliver in person in- 
vitations to the conference.

In the event that the commissioner 


should hold the Indictment sufficient 
atid the offense is one upon which the 
defendants may be extradited to this 
jurisdiction, the defendants can sue a 
writ of habeas corpus and have the 
commissioners' decision reviewed by 
the United States district court for 
the southern district of New York. 


Should the decision of this court also 


be adverse to their interests, the case 
can then be taken to 
the 
supreme 


court of the United States for final re- 
view. 


If tlie defendants should pursue the 


course outlined above probably at least 
a year will elapse before they can be 
brought before the district supreme 
court for trial. 


Failure of an attempt to blackmail

"I do not believe The World was a 


party to these attempts, but it was 
dealing with the same gang. The in- 
dictments of the New York World and 
the Indianapolis News is not an in- 
dictment of the press of the United 
States, as they would like to have it 
appear to obtain the support of the 
general press of the country. I am In 
favor of a free and unmuzzled press."

and nights. 


The safe return of the Yankton Is 


one of the distinct achievements of 
the cruise. 
Wherever the lleet has 


gone the Yankton has 
alao.

while the larger ships have been lying 
safely in hospitable ports, the Yank- 
ton haa been sent upon a dozen dif- 
ferent errands, not the least of which 
was a mission of mercy to Messina 
after the earthquake. 


Being less powerful and older than 


most of the battleships, the Yank- 
ton was unable to make the speed of 
the larger ships and usually was sent 
on ahead to point the way for the 
fleet and arrange .for the reception 
prepared for the ships. 
The voyage 


of the globe, in consequence, has 
been one of long sea stretches for her 
officers and men, with few days In 
ports and plenty of buffeting by con- 
trary winds and waves. 


The little warship was 
shipshape

ing hinge. 


Chairs for the bedroom, porch and 


llviug room are made in a great 
variety of shapes from cedar \viih 
the bark ou.

The 
religious ceremony, which 


irijngs hundreds of people into the 
little town in pilgrims' t;arb, consists 
of a. penitoiitlul procession through 
•_'if streets, the story of Christ's life 
a IK! pus-sion being set forth by. living 
characters as described in the New 
Testament, with certain introductory 
ok-nieuts from the Old. 


"u'hat makes the procession especi- 


ally striking is the part played by 
the 
penitents, 
who 
publicly 
play 


many of the characters or perform 
other aiMs of contrition, and who for 
hours tramp through the ill paved 
streC'is under a broiling summer sun 
or .-ituiiible barefoot through water 
a n j mud in wet weather. 
Thus the 


part of Christ at the moment of His 
crucifixion has for many years been 
taken by a burgomaster of an im- 
portant neighboring town, and, like 
his great Prototype, he drags an en- 
oniLous cross. 
Behind him comes a 


crcv/d of men and women, who also 
carry great solid crosses, which are 
borne iu different posltons according 
to a vow. They are completely dis- 
guised, these men and women, bein;,' 
covered with black garments from 
j'iead to foot, so that except 
for 


height it is Impossible to tell a man 
from a woman. 


More leaders of fashion of both 


sexes than any one realizes slip away 
(inictly from Ostend and elsewhere 
when the Fumes procession comes 
on, and, completely disguised, tal;e 
their places among the penitents, 
having perviously obtained .- certifi- 
Cfite of repentance from their reli- 
gious adviser, and the secret of iden- 
tity is closely kept. 
Only the finer 


tarn of a woman's shapely aukij, the 
extra care bestowed on the man's 
feet, the glimpse of fine lace under 
the coarse black skirt, -the cultivated 
tone in a voice of prayer, give-any 
Indication as to the position of those 
who pass along In the 
procession. 


All ave completely covered with mere- 
ly holes for the features; all wear 
black gloves, so that the hands may 
afford 
no clew, and 
ostentatiously 


.carry :\vhite handkerchiefs, large aud 
coarse (presumably for penitential 
tears), and all are barefoot. 


This curious penitential procession 


icems to have originated iu 1100, 
when 
Count 
Robert 
of 
Flanders 


came from Palestine, bringing homo 
a piece of the true crossj 
He found- 


ed a local branch o? the Society of 
the Cross, which adopted this meth- 
od—then much in vogue, like mys- 
Lt.'vy plays—of teaching the ignorant 
the Bible story by exemplification. 


The great Fumes procession starts 


at 3: ISO o'clock from a small street 
behind the church, so as to allow of 
piigrims coining I'rom some distance. 
Playing the penitent in the Turnes 
(•.recession' is. it must be explained, 
no light and easy task. 
It means 


downright hard work, for, muffled as 
the pilgrims are, it involves replac- 
ing horses and dragging great carts 
r.iul 
lorries 
or 
bearing 
on 
the 


shoulders awkward, heavy platforms, 
on which are placed the wooden fig- 
ures that represent the stations of 
the cross with which the procession 
nf living characters is diversified, it 
mi-jns staggering along with top- 
heavy banners without seeing where 
you are going, the hard stones bruis- 
ii:s delicate feet; it means carrying

was the only druggist of the placd. 
So renowned was he for his evil eye 
that nobody would go to his shop

Another story is told of this .same

Making True Diamonds. 


The production o£ artificial dla- 


mouds has long been a dream of the 
experimenter. The conditions under 
uature are pretty well understood; 
aud on a small scale they have for 
some time been duplicated In the 
laboratory and even—though "nere 
ijuitu unwittingly—in the workshop. 
Nothing more is necessary than to 
reduce carbon—a bit of coal or grap- 
hite or lampblack—to a liquid con- 
dition, combine it with a solvent 
and maintain it under (Treat press- 
ure until it cools, when, crystals ot 
the pure carbon will form, just as 
do crystals of quartz or sugar or salt 
under like condtlons—and these cry- 
stals of carbon constitute true dia- 
monds. 
But the difficulty lies In the 


f-xtrahie reluctance with which caxbon 
assumes tho liquid atate. 
Uiuler 


pressure, to be sure, it will liquefy; 
but the pressure Is about fifteen tons 
to the square Inch. In 'tho depths of 
the earth, such a pressure may 'be 
applied by the weight of geological 
strata; but how may it be attained 
iu the laboratory'.'

by Professor 


Kenri Moissan, of Paris. It is based

combined with the further fact that 
liquid iron absorbs or dissolves -car- 
bon, much as water does sugar, in 
increasing quantity with increasi/ife 
temperature. 
Molsnan fills an iron 


receptacle with pure iron and pure 
carbon obtained by calcining sugar, 
closes it tightly, and rapidly heats 
it f.o the highest temperature attain- 
able in an electric furnace, bringing 
:' to a degree of heat at which inti 
lime furnace begins to melt, and the 
iron volatilizes In clouds. 


The dazzling fiery receptacle )3 


then lifted out and plunged Instantly 
into cold water, until its outer sur- 
face is cooled and hardened, thus 
i'oriuing a shell of iron that holds 
the interior contents with an inflex- 
ible grip. As this molten Interior 
matter cools, the carbon separates 
from the iron solvent in liquM drops, 
and imriur t.be almost unlnmglnabla 
pressure of e>:pansion of the solidi- 
fying iron these liquid drops become 
solid crystals of
